[I. Definitions

“Building/Structure Height: The height of a buildir structure shall be calculated by
averaging the distance between the lowest pretegigtade point at the base of the
building/structure and the top of said structure] the distance between the highest pre-
existing grade point at the base of the structackthe top of said structure. A structure
shall include such elements as a rooftep deck eferailing, widow’s walk, or other
rooftop structure, parapet, or.ether attached strac A cupola not larger than four (4)
feet in width and chimneys shall be exempt fromaheve requirements if they do not
extend more than four (4) feet'in_height abovertiod.”

For developed lots; pre=existing grade shall berd@hed by calculating the average of
existing high and(lowigrade points at the bas&efexisting/original building or
structure and tep ofsaid structure, where thedsgpoint is at a minimum of eight (8)
inches below the top of foundation.

X.F. Application for Appeals




All petitions, applications and appeals to the Bloafr Appeals shall be made in
accordance with the filing policy requirements ffeet at the time of the application on
forms provided by the Board of Appeals and shaliiled together with copies of all
information previously submitted to the Buildingspector with or in the original
application for a building permit, if any, and wite required number of copies of a site
plan, as instructed on the application when agég is required under Section X,
Paragraph K of this By-law. In addition, one (bpg of the application material and site
plan, if any, shall be submitted to the Planningiloat the time of submission to the
Board of Appeals. The Planning Board shall reraheadvisory opinion on the
application to the Board of Appeals and if no sadkisory opinion is submitted by the
Planning Board prior to the Board of Appeals heaon the application, the Board of
Appeals may act without such advisory opinion.

3. Applicability

In addition to any special permit or variance regdiunder the Table of Use Regulations,
the following development activities shall requérsite plan,special permit from the
Planning Board:

A. Any floor area expansion of any structure gpaxsion of exterior space, other
than parking, serving any of the following: a coermal, industrial, multi-
family, educational or municipal use, or personaklgss service facility; or
the creation of a drive-up or drive-through window.

B. Expansion or reconfiguration of‘an existingkiag lot and/or driveway(s) in
connection with a commercial, industrial, multi-fdyneducational or
municipal use, or personakwireless service facilit

C. Establishment of any. new commercial, industrrallti-family, educational,
municipal, fast food/take out restaurant or perkomaless service facility.

D. Establishment/ofiany new retail use(s) in thaubtrial (1) Zone.
